:THE HKOOBD.OP THE PLAOUE. 


MARSEILLES, Ana;. 12.—'There is an in- 


crease in tliqgBufferinK pf tlia poor people of 
this city in spite of the fact tli it everything 
baa been done for their relief. The distress 
is such as would necessarily follow the sus- 
pension of business and _the closing of 
factories. 


Dispatches received yesterday indicate 


that the disease varies very slightly day by 
fifty. It Is now in thirty-two towns, and 
while none of them has a great mortality 
list there is a very ger.eAl prevalence of the 
epidemic. 


At the beautiful manufacturing city ol 


Beziers on the Orb the Franciscan monks 
have placed their monastery tit the disposal 
of the palioiito. Couches have been spread 
in many parts of the great building, und 
patients are being transported to it in large 
numbers. In the monastery they are at- 
tended by Siaters of Mercy. 


The situation at Gigiau is improving, but 


nearly all the inhabitants have Hud, le.iving 
the epidemic with but "little opportunity 
to spread or 
become threatening. Tlia 


proportionate mortality roll of that city is 
greater than of any other, and the increase 
Is attributed to the very bad sanitary condi- 
tion of the city. 


The rumored outbreak at Hamburg is re- 


portad to be untrue, and the sanitary officers 
of that place express confidence in tliuii 
ability to ward off .the epidemic.

ANOTHER BANK IN TROUBLE. 


NEW YORK. AUK. 12.—The Wall Street 


Hank, a member of tbe Clearing-House As- 
sociation, closed its doors early yesterday 
morning on account of. irregularities on the 
part of its Cashier, John P. Dickinson. The 
amount of the deficiency is about .'3300,000. 
Dickinson is reportud to have, licit. 
The 


bank offices on the second floor oE the 
Wells building were open for about fifteen 
minutes iu the morning, iinct then the doors 
were'closed. A little card tacked on the 
outside told the story: 


Owing to irregularities on tho pirt of Its 
cashier this bank; will remain olosucl until its 
affairs can bo investigated. 


The officers and directors of the bank had 


been in session all night examining Its af- 
fairs aud ascertaining its exact condition. 
The result of the investigation was such as 
to force the immediate suspension of busi- 
ness. The ollicers and directors remained 
in session all day. 
They could be seen by 


nobody save prominent customers aud the 
officials of other banks. No statement was 
made to the public save]the brief notice on 
the door. 


Jay Gould was among the earliest callers 


at the bank aud was welcomed by Charles 
J. Osborne, his old broker, aud a director 
in the suspended bank, who informed him 
that the depositors -would be paid in full 
beyond a doubt, but that the stockholders 
would not receive over forty per cent of 
their holdings. The deficiency was about 
SMO.OOO. of which S200.000 was the amount 
of Dickinson's defalcation and §100,000 the 
losses of the bank in the shrinkage of secu- 
rities held as collateral for loans. 


A member of the Clearing-house Associa- 


tion who called at tbo bank during the day 
said: 


The facts asT ascertain them are as follows: 
Dickinson has been speculating on bis per- 
sonal account, and has met with losses He 
has taken stocks and bonds belonging to the 
bau c to use presumably in his speculations. 
The amount of his defalcation is'ubout &W;V 
000. 
He has not been seen since Saturday, 
and is supposed to h^ve (led. The bank has 
been viewed with suspicion nnd subjected to 
criticism in the clearing-house. Its daily e.x- 
clmiiffes havo amounted to about S!i.OO!),OUO, 
and this has beun considered too lanre for a 
capital of S5UO.UOO. I was not surprised to 
hear of its failure. 


brokers who claim to know, give the fol- 


lowlug explanation of Dickinson's system: 


HP. would purchase n certain line of stocks 
at tho market price in hopes nf an advance. 
A decline, however, would follow, and when 
the brokers would dcmauil moro margin he 
would be uniible to (rive ir, and would then, in 
lieu, of the margin, lend Ihe mont-y to the 
brokers, taking as" soeurity the si/.jcks he had 
purchased at the prices whicti he hud bought 
them. 


The certification of checks was a peculiar 


feature of the bank's business. 
Thu bank 


was not long ago a National bank, but 
changed into a State bank, it is said, in or- 
der to facilitate its operations in the over- 
certification of checks. 
On June 14 last 


the bank statement showed liabilities of 
81,812,100, including §500,000 capital and 
outstanding certified checks S3,0±7,000. Tlie 
failure of the bank hurts no one but the di- 
rectors, and therefore causes no excitement, 
especially as it has failed several times un- 
der one name and another. 


It is stated that Mr. D. 0. Mills nml Mr. 


Charles J. Osborn have decided to ad- 
vance sufficient money to enable the Wall 
Street Bank to resume to-day. 
Charles 


J. Osborn, one of the Directors, states that 
the loss to the bank can not exceed its cap- 
ital of SoOO,000, and it is not likely to be 
so great, and depositors will not have to 
submit to any delay in getting their money. 
There's no reason why fifty per cent can 
not be paid out at once.
